not only found moſt pleaſing Acceptance ( notwithſtanding the Noto- 
rious Omiffions in it by its negligent Printer, who left out two lines 
in two places of the Firſt page, and another moſi material One in the 
Second, to wit? the Third and:r Moſes, the Fowrth under Solomon, the 
Fifth undcr Chriſt ; ſo he curtaild my Copy,ifnor made it Non-ienſe.) 
Bur alſo it brought forth a Requeſt from Him to me for an Inſargement 
upon this great Conjunttion: Touching the C.mct ( which was the 
Uſher to this Conjunf:on ) I obſerved, /t quite left its Noy- 
thern Latitude ( where it firſt Appear'd þ and is palled to the Southern, 
poſting away from VUr/a Majrr, by Artturns to a little beyond the 
#quinoctial line, where ie hath overtaken the Beams of the Sun,and 
wherein 4: hath hid it ſelf from our Sight, for the preſent. Burt may 
(Ifirs matter be not all ſpent before) be ſeen again in the Morning 
( when it hath out-run the Sun) ſo come neerer to its S:gnal Lord 
and Maſter ( the Swperior Planets conjoyned ) to which as an Harbing- 
ger and Herald it hath ſent out General Summons to look up and ad- 
mire: Leaving therefore the Servam(the Comer ) who hath now Left 
#5,(having done its Errand)and we have Loſt xt by its Difappearance, 
let us attend upon its Maſter( the Confunttion ) which it attended up- 
on, and hath ſounded its Trumpet ( both North and South Y to Rouze 
up Spectators of this ſo wonderful poſition of the Planets, the like 
whereof hath not been for Twenty or\ Two Hundred or Eight 
Hundred Years paſt, as the Sequel doth demonttrats in following 
R:marks the ( 1ſt.

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. where glorified Saints, and glorions Angels dwell with the great God, . 
hence 'ris ſaid, the Angels of Heaven. Math. 24. 36. tis hard to open 
ſo much as a Window or Caſement 'for letting men ſee the Incom- 
prehenfible light of thar glorious Lodging,” which is the Palace Roy- 
- alof the Almighty fehovab,the Chief C:ty and Corrt of the great King 
of Kings: Omitting this and the firſt. The Second is the Subject of 
our preſent Diſcourſe. Tp | | 
The ftarry Heav?n is but the Floor and Pavement of the glorious Pa- 
lace, though it be a Roof and Canopy over us; 'tis ( asit were) the 
ſpanzled Cert4in of the Bride-grooms Chamber, the glorious and glir- 
tering Rew7b-caft, the Under ceiling," or ( at leaſt ) the Urmoſt Curt 
of the Celeſtial Patace. The Great Creator hath. ſhew'd much Skill, 
and laid out great Workman-ſhip upon Heaven, a molt curious, ac- 
curate and elaborate Work, therefore is ir call d the Work of Gods 
Fingers, Pſal. 8. 3. ( a Metaphor from Embreiderers and workers of 
Tapeftry, chiiceNeedle work, or Watch work, they muſt have nim- 
ble Fingers that work ſuch fine Works with Expedition and ExaQ- 
neſs ) and therefore is the Maker of Heaven call'd []«xril1n] an cxatt 
\ Artiſt(asthe word ſignifies ) Hebr. 11. 10. and nor only [ #py«]«] a 
Work-man or Labourer, whole courſer Work requires more the 
Strength of his whole Hand, than the Skill and Attiviry of his Fing- 
ers : The Great God Eretted this moſt [/mmeyſe Celeſtial Vault with- 
out any Laddzrs, Scaffolds, Tools or Engines, and when He had fo 
done, He Garmiſhd it with Stars ( as a Palace is adorned with ſtately 
Pictures. ) Job. 26. 13. If the Qztſide and Underceiling of Heaven 
be fogtofious, how much more ts the Zyſide unconceivably ſo.lſa.64. 
4. I. Cor. 2.9. Pal. 31. x9. Joby the Devine ( in anextafie cf rhe 
Spirit )) maketh ſearch rhrough all the Bowels of the Earth and Sea 
to find our all the precious Treaſures hid in Both, as Gold, Pearls and 
precious Stones of all Sorts, and all this is done only to be a Dim ſha- 
dow of Heavens excellencv,Revel. 21. 11. to 21. Yea to reſemble 
the Glory of the new Fer#ſalem 1n the laſt rimes as to her Walis, Win- 
dows, Gates, and the Pavement of her Streets upon which no dirty 
Dog ſhall ever trample. 7/a. 54. 11. 12. Rewel. 21. 27. and 22. 15. 
When Moſes and the Elders got but a glimps of G:ds Glory, they ſaw 
under the Feet of the God of Iſrael as it were the paved Workof a Saphir- 
Stone. Exod. 24. 10. God dw.lls in inacceſſible Li,ht. x. Tim. 6. 16, 
Moſes conld only ſee the Back-parts of that Glory. Exod. 33. 23. Yea 
ſuch is that ſurpaſſing Splendor, that the wery Angels cover their Faces 
with both their Wings as with a doubleScarff( juit as men clap their 
Hands upon their Eyes, when the Lightning flaſhes in their Faces ) 
Ifa. 6.2, 5 
The 
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The (24.) Remark is, the Stars inthe ſtarry Heaven are NNumber- 
leſs ard many of them Nameleſs: Pal. 147. 4. God can both Name 
and Number them, which is an Excluſive Expreſſion, intimating God 
only, but no Afancan doit. Azgaſtin tells of Aratzs and Endoxus 
who vainly raunted, that they could both Nameand Number them. 
De ctvit.Des lib. 16. Bur a better Man than either ofthem, Abra- 
ham, one who was ( as the Rabbins fay )a great Aſtronomer could 
never Count the Number of them, as God faith tohim [| If tho be 4- 
bl: &c. ] Gen. x5. 5. Implying it an Impoſſbility to do it. Yea 
Aaam himſelf (in his Stare of Innocency ) could give Names to all 
the Beaſts of the Field and ro all the Fowls of the Aire,Gen. 2. 16. But 
not a word do we read of his giving Names to the Srars of Heaven:: 
God faith expreſly the Hoſt of Heaven cannot be Numbred. Jer. 33.22. 
Hereupon Man 1s forced to call a whole Houtie of Stars all by one 
Name, ſuch a Conſtellation, containing each a Bundle of Stars. 

The (34.) Remark is, as the Stars are to be admired for their. being 
above Name and Naumber, ſo likewiſe no leſs admirable is both their 
Station and Motion : The Great God hath ſer a Tabernacle in the Hea- 
vens for all thoſe Nameleſs and Namberleſs Stars as well as for the 
Sx#n.. Pal, 19, 4.5. Each individual Star hath its diſtinct and parti- 
cular Station, ( as every. great Cart-nail hath its proper place round 
about the Ring or Rimm of the Cart-wheel ) where it remains un- 
moveable, every Star hath kept its Station ever ſince the Creation 
to this Day, not one particular Star hath left its peculiar Place for 
almoſt 6000 Years: Though ſome Angels left their firſt Habitation, 
Jude v.6.Yer never did any one Star forſake its own Tab:crnacle where- 
in its Creator at firſt placed it. Indeed Metaphorical Lucifer did fall 
from Heaven. lia. 14. 12. But the Literal and Real one ( to witt, 
that call'd Yenws, the Morning and Even:zy- ſtar ) never yet did (o : 
The Starsare call'd the Hoſt of Heaven. Jer. 33.22. They are Gods 
Army, that have their Stands and Stations, they all Stand in Battalia 
by the Appointment of their Maker, and Maſter, 7ehovah is their 
Chief Lord General, who hath fer them in Rank and File by an 
Ordinance of Heaven.. Jer. 31.35. &c. No Star ever yet brake its 
Rank from the Foundation of the World : Yet this Caeleftial Hoſt or 
Army hath not only its Stand and Sration, but alſo its Adarch and 
Motion, yea( which isthe more marvellous ) they both Keep their 
Station, and hold their Motion at one and the ſame point of Time: 
Their Seatzon 18 certain and peculiar though their Motion be conſtant, 
and perpetual : This may be exemplyficd by a familiar Inſtance, e- 
very Cart-nailin the Tire of the Wheel, keeps its place where it is 
fixed, while the Wheel runneth its Round, and makes a progrens

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'*Tis not the Nail, but the Wheel that makes the Circular Motion, 
no more is it the Star that moves, but the Orb or Sphere ( wherein 
4#t is fixed)which carrys about the Star ( as the Wheel the Nail) in 
its continual Circulation ; Thus likewiſe *tis further demonſtrared 
by a well-diſcipl.n'd Army, every Soldier not only keeps to his own 

Colours, bur alſo marches orderly in his place ( whether a left Hand 
or aright Hand Man 3} to his Rendezvouz , heduly obſervigg his 
Generals Order borh for his Station where, and his Motion whether at 
one and the fame Time: And no doubt but Gods Hoft of Heaven is a 
well diſcipln'd Army, every Star in Heaven is under a Law and Or- 
dinance made by the God of Heaven, God asks Fob | knoweſt thos the 
Ord'nances of Heav:n: JJob. 38 33, Canſt thox tell how to order the 
whole Hoſt of Heaven? ( as Maſter and Governor over them ) or 
canſt thou cuide or direft) the Motion of ( that ſingle Conſtellation ) 
Arilurus and his Sons, ver. 22. which ever whirleth Round abour 
the Northern pole, bur never goes down the Horizon, 'tis the work 
of God alone to order every Star in its Courſe, Yea,to make the mat- 
ter ſtill more admired, this motion of theStars ismade either withowt - 
wandring or wearineſs.1ſt.without wandring All the fixed Stars do con- 
ſtantly keep their way, and their t5me as well-as Plice and Station ) 
in both their NoCturnal and Diurnal Motion: (1) they do hold their 
way ( wherein their Maker hath confined them ) with ſo much 
exaCctneſs, that they have no Epreycles { as the Planets have) nor any 
Eccentrich Motions, bur fulfil their Circles and Revolutions without 
the leaft Devration : Hence it 1s obſervcd, that thoſe Inhabitants 
(direftly under the xquinottial ) have a proſpett of all and every 
Star equally for 12. Hours above the Horizon ) for there the Sphcre 
is Direft, but where it is oblique, ſome Stars riſe together, yet donot 
ſer together, yet none vary an Hairs-breadth from their appointed 
Lines of Circumference : Neither (2) do they vary the time( ap- 
pointed them Y bur dopreciſely obſerver even to a Xinnute, hereup- 
on the Pſalmiſt celebrates Gods Praiſe : For the outgoings of the Mor- 
ing and Evening. , Pſal. 65. 8. forthe exact Vicnirude of Day and 
Night, and the admirable Equipage the Hoft of Heaven marcheth in 
according to the Ordmances of Heaven from the Lord ef Hoſts. Ter. 31. 
35. The Swn, Moon and Stars know and obſerve preciſclv their time 
both of goin; dawn ard of riſing up. Pal. 104. 19. 20. whichall the 
Powers of Hell and Potentates ou Earth c:n neither Hinder nor Haſten. 
Job. 38. 12. Pſal.'74. 16:17. Yea fo exact andregular is their Me: 
tion, thar Men( who knows not where themſelves ſhall be, or what 

ſhall b:fallrh:mto Morrow. | Prov. 27, x. ) can write Ephemerides 

what Eclipſcs will be for many Years ro come, in what point'of Hea- 
ven 
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ven and what Hourof Day or Night, ſuch and ſuch Poſitions, Cn- 
juntions, Oppoſirions 8c, will happen, yea not only when the 
Sun will rife and ſer all the Round Year, bur alſo, rl.at the Tail- Star 
of the Great B:ar will early and late point direatly ro Ardargr, thar 
Ar&urws ſhall riſe exatly when the Sun ſets upon the 10th.of March : 
and that the great Star of the Lyan and of the Great-Dog, though 
they aſc together, yet the Dog Star will ſet ſome Hours beforg Cor 
Leenzs, becauſe their Sphere is oblique ( as to us ) this latter being 
neerer to the Tropich, of Cancer, as the former is to that of Capricorn: 
theſe and many more [nitances ( not mentioned ) may demonſtrate 
how they all exactly obierve their time-and way without wanarinz, 
Yea and ( 2dtj. ) All this the Stars do Withowt wearineſs alſo. Inan 
Hoſt of men on Earth, ſome Soldiers will be found both wardring 
and wear) : Bur in this Hoſt of Heaven ( fo called ) As none-are found 
wandring ( inſano ſcnſu. ) So nor can we find one Star, that may be 
reputed weary : The Prophet compares God to a Chief Commander 
calling forth his Companies ( the Hoſt of Heaven, all in his Muſter- 
Roll,and laying his Commands upon them. though ſome Soldiers 
may fail in their March either through Fear or Feebleneſs( as that 
egyptian did. x. Sam. 30. II. 12, 13. )but not ſo much as one Star 
ever failed. Ia. 40. 26: though their March be many Millions of 
Miles: round the Circumference, and* that without Reſt and Reſpir 
Night or Day, Yea and now for almoſt 6000 Years: But one [n- 
ſtance { for brevity) to wit, that afore mentioned. 'Tis a Matter of 
of great Admiration, that, Canis Major and Cor Leonis ( among the 
fixed Stars ) should Run 4 Race Round about the Globe of the Earth- 
( which,. the Hebrews ſay, is diſtant from Heaven a 5oo. Years 
Journey ) riſe together at their firſt Creation in one point of time, 
yet though they have been Running their reſtleſs Court, for neer 
6000 Years now,neither of them hath fainted or failed in the way,ſo as 
at any time to outrun each other, bur ſtill both of thoſe Great Stars 
obſerve - a preciſe point of time for their Riſing together now, as they 
did at their firſt ſetting forth, yea and of ſetting together to thoſe un- 
der the e£qzineiial, though not ſo to us through the obliquity of 
their Circle and Circumference in our Horrizon: The ſame may be- 
ſaid ofthe other Stars. | 
_ The (4th.); Remark is, that the Great God hath created not only 
Innumerable and Unnameabl: Stars,, that are fixedinthe 8th. Sphere 
( call'd the Starry H:aven) but alſo ſeven Planctr, or wandrin; Stars 
(as the word Flaner fignifies) ſo called, not eracs Simply, but wal 
Secundum quid, or Comparatively; If thoſe F lanets be Simply and 
by thems{clves conſidered, they haye-made their ſeyeral Reyolutions- 
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{ in their owndiſtinCt Orbs )at the moſt fixedand moſt unchangeable 
certain Periods from the Beginning of the World to this preient day; 
but to ſpeak comparatively ( in Reſpect of the fixed Stars ) all theſe 
Hanets are placed under them, have adiffering Motion from them, 
and hold an unequal diſtance to them, yea and one to another in 
Reſpect of their ( ſeeming )Yazabond and Eccentrick Motion, they 


havo various Longitad:s, Latitud:s, Conjunttions, OppoſitionsFextile, 


Square and Trine Aſp.&s. Sometimes they move more [wifel), fome- 
times more ſlowly, as they are higher or lower in their Epicycles, 
ſomerimes Retrograde, & DireCt,or Stationary,never keeping the ſame 
- diſtance among themſelves ; or to any of the fixed Stars, nor hold- 
ing one and the ſame Situation in the Firmam-ntastheftxed do: 
Notwithſtanding all this, no Stars wander leſs than they do, but 
have a molt certain, conſtant, ftated, and regular Motion ; Duely 
performing the preciſe points and periods of their compals in their 
appointed Times : As the Sun knows his going down. Pal, 104. 19, 
So do all the other fx Planets comprehended in one Verie, Poſt [| Su 
Sam ] Sequitur, proxima [| Luna ] ſabeſt : Wherein[SJis Setwrs [T] 
Zapiter [M] Mars. The next[S] 1s Sol the Sun, [V]Yenxs and [M] 
Mercury with Luna the Afoon, All theſe 7 are call'd wandy:ng Stars 
for the Reaſons above named, and this Denomination hath a Di- 
vine warrant from the Apoſtle {ude v.13. where wandriny Stars are 
mentioned : [| A'rpis Tae ) ] in the ſenſe only of the common Judg- 
ment of Senſe w hich beholds them carryed aboutin a differing Courie 
ro the whole Circuit of Heaven beſide: Two of thoſe 7. Planets are 
theſe 2. Great Luminaries or Lsghts of the Werld, the Sunand Moen 


both which be a whole Bundlc of Wond:rs. The Sen is the Prince of - 


Planets, yet { as his Hebrew Name[Shemeſh]Signites)is a S-yvant to 
Gods Servants: He cometh ont of his Chamber as a Brid:yroom( with 
marvellous Splendor, Pomp and Bravery,when he firft ſhewerh him- 
ſelf above our Horizon) and Reoyerth as a Champion to Kun his Race. 
Pfal. 19. 4. 5. This he Runs with ſuch a wond:rfal Swiftneſs, as ex- 


ceedeth the Eagles Flight, more than the Eagle exceeds the ſl yw + 


Motion of che Snail ( Bellarmine ſaith, the Suu runneth ſeven Thou- 
ſand Miles in the Eight part of an Hour. BcUl. d: Aſcens. Mentis in 
Deum grad. 7. )and with ſuch Incomp.irable Swe. tne,s Eccleſ 11.7. 
that Ewdoxxs the Philoſopher profeis'd his Willingneſs to be burnt up 
prefently by the S#», ſo he might be but admitted ro come ſo near ir, 
as tolearn the admirable Narure of it, and Chryſoſtom cannot bur 


wonder at the Suns darting down its Rayes towards the Earth, where- 


as all Fire ſhooreth and haſteth up toward Heaven. I might mention 
many more Marvels in the S#n, were it not befides my preſent De-

Aſtronomers Affirm, ſhe hath as much light in her Wane as in her Fall, 
only her bright fide is turned toward Heaven: Hence Dr Hackwel 
hath an Excellent Note, that therefore God ſeem'd to fer Her loweſt 
in the Heavens and neereſt to the Earth (of all the 7. Planets) to 
put us daily in mind of the Conftancy in Heaw:nly, and Inconſtancy of 
Earthly things, Her ſelf (1n ſome ſort) partaking of both, though in 
a Different manner, of the oze in her Subſtance, and of the other in 
her YV:i{age: to ſay nothing of the Ecclipſes which are rhe wond-rs of 
the Warld, and which'Metamorphoſe (even) the very Haters of 4- 
ftrology to become ſtark-ſtaring Star Gazers : tofay bur little of the 
iwo Planets next above the Moon, yet under the Swn to wit, Yen 
and Mercary, -both which do attend alway upon the Sw», as Court:ers 
do upon the Kino, never going far from Him, YVenw never more than 
4 degrees and Meresry but 30, which 1s the Reaſon, why iris ſo [ck 

om ſeen, and why both, have no other Aſpect to the Sun but Con- 
Junttion, whereas the other Planets have opp-fitions &c. The Morning 
Star (commonly call'd Yen fot its Beanty and Bravzry) is the con- 
ſtant Companion of the Sun, and nextin 6b:; neſs (as to Appearance ) 
ro the two Great Lizhtscaſting a ſhadow as the#ſ509, 't:s ſeen lang 
upon the'Day, and is not darken'd-by the Moon in the Night, Sed 
ipſins Contattn-fit luc dior Amreo colores in Candorem diffuſo. The reer 
Approach of the Afoon Changes only its golden Complexion intro a 
more {jlendid brightneſs. Theſe two (in a word) (Yen ard: Mer- 
cury) are call'd Homodroms, that is, Fellow-Kunners. becaule They 
Run almoſt in the ſame courſe together, and fulfils their periods 
not far afiinder, never much Remote from the Pallac: Rozal or Pre- 
fence Chamber of the Suntheir King, which is alſo th+ Reaſon, why 
theſt two never have Orrum & Occaſum Coſmicam, they do nor Riſe, _ 
and fer with the: £#n in- thac part'or point of Heaven &<c. which is 
oppoſite. - Both keep nigh the. Sun fomerimes going before it, and 
fomerines following After. . | 
' «Bur (omitting the /nferi»r) my- main concern at preſent is rhe 
Sapervor Planets, under which the S#% is cated as the C:nterof all the 
Starsand the Eye of rhe World. © God hath placed ir, inthe midft.of

being the fountain #hereef) to both the Saperiozr and Inferiour Stars, 
and that neither by its propingsity (If in the Moons Orb) it ſhould 
ſcorch the Earth, nor by its too much Dftexce (in the 7th or Satwrns: 
Sphere) Sublunary things ſhould be ſtarved through want of warmth 
fromit. The Sw» is (cated in the midſt of Heaven (3 Planets above.. 
3 below him) as a King in the midſt of his Kingdom, that He may 
Diffuſe his Influence on every hang; and:Keep all fides down-in an 
ual poize and poſture (as Platarch ſaith) by his middle preſence :. - 
The Planet (commonly call'd for Diſtintion-ſake } Sarwrs, is the 
Higheſt above the S##, anc next below the Srarry Heaven or Sphere 
of the fixed Stars, appearing of a dusky colour, as a Star of the Se- 
cond magnitude, cold, dry and Melancholick, and (having the High- 
eſt a 1d Wideſt Circumference )cannot complear his Circuit. under the - 
 ſpaceof Thirty years. Therefore'tis ſaid ro be of a ſlow Motion in his 
peculiar Cycle, ro ſay nothing of his Ep-cycle or Eccentrick Motion : 
Thar, call'd Zwpiter is the next to Sarwrn exceeding ſplendid (fo that 
"ris oft miſtczken by. the: Unskilful, for the Mornin? Star, or for the 
great Dog -Star,appearing as a Star of the firſt Magnitude, that may 
Ecclipſe Saturn, when their latitude (whichſeldom Happens) be E- 
qual at their Conjuu#ion. This Planet Accompliſheth his Zodaical 
period in the ſpace of ewelve years. Having a narrower Sphere than 
Satsrn,yet a five times bigger bodv, > that no Planet but the Sun is 
greater than ir, being 95. times: (Cardanw ſaith a roo times) bigger 
than the whole Earth.. | 
The-third- Planets call'd Mars, leſs than Zwprter, Higher Colour'd 
than Satwrn, of a Rgd, Fiery, Cholerick Complexion, who (ſtill in a 
narrower Circle) Finiſheth his Revolution in two: years Time : The 
Wiſdom of our and-Their Creator may be much wonder'd at here in
